as it interferes with the action of the 
cnlf muscles, making one walk badly, aud 
spoils the shape of the ankle. 


Never wear a short stocking or one 


which after being washed is not at least 
one-half inch longer than the foot. Bear 
in mind that stockings shrink. Be sure 
thnt they will allow your toes to spread 
out at the extreme ends, as this keeps 
tho joints in place and makes a strong 
and attractrve foot. 


Change Tour Shoe*. 


Shoes should be changed at least once 


a day and be allowed to thoroughly air 
before another day of uxe. It is ccon- 
piny to have a full supply of footwear, 
bath slippers, shoes for house wear and 
those for walking and dress occasions. 
•The changes should be made when one 
enters or loaves the house or when ready 
for the bath. 
I know that there are 


women who make one pair of shoes do 
service for the entire day, but I do not 
think they "are to be commended for 
neatness. The feet perspire more freely 
than any other part of the body, and the 
linings of the shoes become saturated 
with the offiensiva discharge. 
Changing 


the footwear allows each kind to be thor- 
oughly ventilated, which cannot be done 
with shoes which are put on at rising 
time and only removed when preparing 
for lied. Very particular women allow 
more than a day to elapse between wear- 
ings.—Betty Bradeen ia Boston Traveler.

scatter the same things around among a 
score of friends or relations. 


"The strangest part of tlm writing of 


feminine wills is that no matter how 
positive aud concise of thought the testa- 
trix may be orr ordinary occasions, the 
minute she sets out to make prepara- 
tions for the post mortem distribution of 
her property she becomes uncertain of 
herself. 
The mainstays of her wealth, 


Birch us real estate and a bank account, 
she will probably be sure about, but the 
minor bequests cause her endless trouble, 


rd ste is bound to take up ouch item 
parately and urprrc its appropriateness 


as a gift to this person and that and ex- 
plain with minuteness what each irr turn 
has done to merit remembrance. If all 
these considerations could be thrashed 
over and settled privately, before my in- 
terview begins, I wouldn't mind the tor- 
tuousness of the channels through which 
she arrives at her conclusions, but when 
the pros and cons irru reserved for ruy 
own judtrmcut and I aur expected to de- 
cide upon each provision the prospect 
certainly docs not rnaUe a lawyer tingle 
wilh thrills of pure delight. 


"Then, too. women are faddy about 


their wills. Kvery little while somebody 
with 
a 
bump 
for 
statistics 
forages 


around 
through legal literature 
and 


brings to light a number of testamentary 
curiosities. In all these resurrections it 
is found that tho majority of freak be- 
quests were devised by women. Person- 
ally I have drawn up but few of these 
outlandish wills \\horc the money wa-* 
hidden away under Hobirr Hood's burn 
or the legatee was to come into his own 
only by the accomplishment of some un- 
reasonable, crazy task imposed upon 
him, 
but my experience has been Rulli- 


cicutly varied to show rtfe that women 
are fond of bizarre effects in the matter 
cf bestowing their riches. 


"Another peculiarity of women's wills 


is thu rarity and meager-ness of their lie- 
quests to charitable enterprises. This 
statement is of course in ado in a broad 
sense. 
There have been some notable 


gifts to public institutions by wealthy 
women, but it is a fact that when the 
average woman of means comes to die 
she loses sight of tho stranger at her 
gates and enriches those cudcarcd to her 
by ties of blood aud friendship, to the 
exclusion of homes and reformatories 
that stand by wailing for n contribu- 
tion. All things considered, I must con- 
fess that women are disposed to be un- 
just in their wills. In the past -0 years 
I have drawn up hundreds of. wills 
whose terms were so obviously unjust in 
certain particulars that I actually felt 
ashamed of myself for writing them, 
which is a pretty sstrorrg assertion com- 
ing from a lawyer. This injustice is par- 
ticularly manifest in the case of step- 
children. I have known many women 
who were good to their husbands' chil- 
dren so far as physical care of them 
went, yet when it came to handling the 
financial iiffairs .of the family tho chil- 
dren were sure to suffer through the 
transaction. 


"There is one class of dependents, 


however, upon which women who make 
wills lavish money without strut, and 
that is pet animals. There was a time 
when a will which contained a clause 
authorizing the trustees to invest several 
thousand dollars for the support of a cat 
or dog was a matter for newspaper com- 
ment, but nowadays unless the bequest 
is excessive such items are not considered 
worthy of mention. 


"But 
manifestly absurd arrd 
unjust 


though the wills of many women are it is 
seldom that one of them is contested. 
The same document, dictated by a man, 
would probably bo hauled about in tho 
courts for years, but somehow the gen- 
eral opinion is that it is better to take the 
will of a woman at its face value, and all 
concerned usually resign themselves to a 
peaceable acceptance of its provisions. 


"Another point worth notirrg about 


women's wills is the number of changes 
they arc apt to undergo, even after hav- 
ing b'cen approved nnd attested. 
Fre- 


quently the most trilling change in the 
circumstances cf a legatee will, in the 
opiniorr of, the testatrix, necessitate n re- 
writing of the whole will. I had a case 
in point only a few months ago. A client 
up on Fifty-fourth street had finally suc- 
ceeded, after much worry and tribulation, 
in distributing her belongings where she 
believed they would do the most good nnd 
win the most appreciation. 
Even her 


thimbles had been bequeathed with sol- 
emn care, :rnd one of them, a particularly 
heavy gold affnir. had been decided upon 
after duo deliberation as 'n proper gift 
for a cousin-in (lie next block. 


"Shortly after the making of the will 


this particular cousin had the misfortune 
to r.iihO a felon on her linger, nnd wlrerr 
the wound finally healed the linger was so 
shrunken that tho thimble was about 
throe si/.es too large for it. 
Neither 


would it lit :ruy of the other fingers, nud 
my client, in her perplexity over having 
willed n\vny sornelUing (lint would provn 
entirely uncles:* to the recipient, conclude.] 
that tin- only way out of the difficulty 
was t(> make a new will nnd leave the 
thimble to somebody who could wenr it 
nnd nt the same time filch something 
from anntlier beneficiary and transfer ft 
to the lady nitl'r the boneless finger."--

"The English people, or at least aa 


uiauy of them as we meet about London, 
uru beginning to kaow us," said the re- 
turned traveler. 
"Stories of wild red 


Indians on Manhattan Island and buffalo 
hunts in the adjacent territory don't go 
nay more, A quarter of a century ago 
you could stuff 'ein with any kind of a 
yam if the scene was laid in the United 
States and the actors were Americans. 
Xow you are apt to get laughed at if you 
spring any dime novel stories on the av- 
erage rnan in the street. 


"Once when I was in London on a 


business trip 1 was seized with a great 
longing for oysters. 
Visions of them 


broiled, steamed and on the half shell, 
such as I us>ed to eat in New York, Bal- 
timore and Washington, haunted me ev- 
ery time I sat down to a meal, but none 
of them ever appeared on the table. 
English triends assured me that I could 
get them if I only went to the right place, 
but I never succeeded in getting any of 
these men to give me the address. One 
day I started out to iind an oyster house 
on my own hook. 


"In the Strand I found what I was 


looking for. It was a typical London 
eating house, hut the sign, 'Oysters In 
Every Style,' reminded me of home. I 
entered and as a feeler ordered a dozen 
ou the hiilf shell. The waiter who serv- 
ed me was as solemn as a bishop. The 
oysters he brought me were the smallest 
and meanest looking bivalves I ever saw. 
They had a shriveled up, forlorn look 
about thorn that was not at all tempting 
and there was nothing in the taste of 
them to remind me of the delicious Blue 
Point or the more robust Rockaway. 


"When I had finished eating them, I 


thought it would be a good idea to carry 
away the shells to show my friends at 
home. They would serve as a warning 
to any one intending to cross the ocean 
against oysters as they are served in 
England's capital. So I wiped the shells 
dry with my napkin and slipped them 
into my pocket. 


"When the solemn looking waiter re- 


turned to take the rest of my order, he 
looked first at my plate and then at me. 
Then he glanced about the floor on both 
hides of my chair and finally stooped 
and looked under the table. 
" 'What's the trouble?' I asked lan- 


guidly. 
" 'Beg pardon, sir,' he said, 'but 


what's become of the shells?' 
" 'Do you mean the oyster shells?1 I 


asked, without any particular show of 
interest. 
" 'Most certainly,' he returned, agnin 


poking his head under the table. 'Hit's 
most strange, whatever has become of 
them.' 
" 'Nothing strange about it,' I said 


calmly. 'I ute them.' 
" 'Hate them!" he cried, his eyes bulg- 


ing. 'You must be joking, sir'.' 
" 'Not at all,' I went on. 'Everybody 


in America, where I live, cats the shell 
us well as the oyster. In fact, in some 
of the states they throw the oysters uway 
and cat the shells alone. 
In Georgia 


they eat them with clay.' 


"The waiter's jaw dropped and his eyes 


continued to bulge. He was so flustered 
that his got his orders mixed and brought 
mo the food intended for somebody else, 
lie got things straightened out after 
awhile, hut the loot of dumb amazement 
never left his face, 


"After I had eaten the meal I glanced 


leisurely around and saw with surprise 
that nearly every eye in the place was 
fastened on me. The waiter who served 
me was talking to the man at the desk, 
who, 
I afterward learned, was the pro- 


prietor, and he was craning his neck to 
get a look at me. 
" 'It's the shells that's bothering them,' 


T said to myself. 'Well, I'll keep them 
guessing as a reward for the measly oys- 
ters they gave me.' 


"When I started to go out, the proprie- 


tor was standing at the door. 
" 'A word with you, sir,' he said po- 
litely. 


" 'What is it?' I inquired innocently. 


'The money I gave you was good, 1 
trust?' 
" 'Indeed it was,' he replied. 'It wasn't 


about the money I wished to speak, but 
about the oysters.' 
" 'Oh, about the shells, I suppose,' I 


said carelessly. 
'Your waiter seemed 


surprised when I told him I had eaten 
them.' 
" 'I confess it surprised me also,' said 


the eating house man. 'I never heard of 
it before.' 
" 'It's a very common thing in Amer- 


ica,' I said and went my way. 


"Nearly every day for three months I 


went to that eating house for a bite at 
noon, and there was always a gathering 
there to sec the American who ate oys- 
ters, shells and all. Of course, I never 
ordered any more on the half shell be- 
cause I was watched too closely to slip 
the shells into my pocket.

HOW COUD..IS ICET 


FrctMen Water i» Much "Warmer It* 


Summer Thaft lu "Winter. 


-Is ice Sny 0'olBer hi •winter* than, iu 


luuimer? Most people suppose uot. They 
understand that ice is ice and cannot be 
auy colder or warmer. 


If a thermometer is buried in ice in 


summer, it will indicate, 32 degrees. It 
you throw a piece of ice into boiling wa- 
ter aud leave it there till it is almost 
gone, what is left will still be at 32 de- 
grees. Ice can. never be got above that 
temperature. 


But while ice can never be warmed 


above 32 degrees, it will go as much be- 
low that as the weather does. An iee- 
man delivering ice one zero day in Janu- 
ary was asked whether his ice was any 
colder than in July. He thought not; but, 
as a matter of fact, a piece of summer 
ice, 
it' he had had it, would have been 


something of a foot warmer for him, as 
it would have been 30 degrees warmer 
than the air of the bottom of his wagon. 


Mixing suit with ice makes it much 


fooler. The ice in an ice cream, freezer 
goes down to about zero. This is why 
the point zero on our common thermom- 
eters was fixed where it is. It was sup- 
posed to be the lowest point which could 
be reached by artificial means. 
Since 


then we have reached about 383 degreps 
below zero by chemical processes. 


Ice will cool down with everything el=e 


on a fold night to zero or below. What 
should prevent it? On a day when it is 
just freezing a block of irou and a block 
of ice outdoors will stand at 32 degrees. 
If tup weather grows warmer, the iron 
will warm up with the weather, but the 
ioc will stay at 3'2 degrees and melt away. 
But if the weather grows colder the iron 
ami ice will cool off, too, and one just as 
much UK the other. 


As the ice grows colder it gets harder 


and more brittle. 
There caa be no 


"hickory bend" on the skating pond on a 
zero day, foi ice is then too brittle. Sliv- 
ers of ice dipped in liquid air become so 
hard that they will cut glass. 
"Water 


thrown on ice in the arctic regions will 
Hbivor it like pouring boiling water upon 
cold glass. This is because the ice is so 
much colder than the water.—New York 
Sun. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


FIERY DOOM OF THE WORLD. 


It is claimed that oil of sassafras will 


koop little red ants out of sugar and cake 
boxes, iceboxes, safes, cupboards and 
other places where food is kept. 


If your room seems damp, distribute 


salt in shallow bowls about iu ..places 
where it will not be conspicuous, and an 
improvement will be shortly noticed. 


When the floors tire to be mopped, add 


to ouch pail of warm water two tuble- 
spoonfuls of carbolic acid. It leaves the 
wood iu a sweet aud healthy condition. 


If n Unnnt'1 cloth dipped iu kerosene, 


then wrung dry. be used iu rubbing off 
dirty linger murks from paiut, the grate- 
ful housekeeper will repeat the experi- 
ment often. 


A cupful of vinegar placed in an open 


basin on the stove while cabbage, cauli- 
flower, onions or fish are cooking vv ill 
permeate the kitchou with its aroma ami 
do away with unpleasant odors. 


One of the reasons why mirrors spot 


and blur is that they are placed where a 
strong light falls upon them. 
They 


should bo arranged so us to have the 
light come to them from the side*. 


Ferns used on the dining table should 


not be kept then: except during meul- 
thr.o. They require more light than it is 
possible for them to got in most dining 
rooms to keep the boil from souring.

"Besides inculcating repeatedly the 


same doctrine (seo, for instance, Acts 
xvii. 24; Ephesiuns iii, 9) the New Testa- 
ment states explicitly that the act of 
creation extended to 'all things in heaven 
and ou earth, visible and invisible, wheth- 
er thrones or dominion's or principalities 
or powers,' so that the spirit world must 
ulso be included among the creatures of 
the Almighty.

They watched him 
Hke hawks, looking for some decent 
pretext to pick a quarrel and Bhoot him 
unawares, each anxious to be pointed 
out as 'the man who killed So-and-so.' 
The greater his celebrity the more 
glory there would be in giving him his 
quietus, and this ever present danger 
was fully appreciated by them all. The 
noted 'bad mail' kuew that almost any- 
body could murder him, with a fair 
chauce of golag scot free, but If, on the 
contrary, he added another homicide to 
his own record he would have to estab- 
lish an absolutely nawless case of self 
defense. 


"Such a handicap as that had a mighty 


cooling effect ou the blood aud made 
a man think several times before he 
did anything that might put his head 
in a halter. The story book Idea that 
the famous desperadoes of the west 
used to swagger around the mining 
eamps with chips on their shoulders, 
shooting holes through people's hats, 
making 'tenderfeet' dance and spoil- 
Ing for any kind of a light is ridicu- 
lously wide of the truth. 
They may 


have doue so In their early days, but 
after they acquired bloody celebrity 
they ceased to hunt trouble aud were 
kept busy avoiding it. 
Of course there i 


were exceptions, anil I remember oue 
rutttun with a record who ran amuck 
through a little Colorado town and sbot 
a few dozen window lights en route, 
but he was crazy drunk, and the ma- 
jority of his clau were sober, serious, 
extremely quiet individuals who were 
a groat deal more apt to swallow an 
affront than they were to give one. In 
fart, the baiting of bad men .became a 
favorite diversion among u certain 
class of ambitious citizens, and It vuia 
oue of the most curious phases of a life 
that Is now rapidly passing Into mere 
tradition.
